NOTABLE DUBLIN BUILDINGS, 


The following notes of old Dublin buildings 
are taken from ‘‘ The Dictionary of Dublin, ' 
by E, MacDowel Cosgrave, M.D., and 
Leunard R. Str ys, M.A. :— 

THE OLD PAR IAMENT HOUSE. 
_ The most central and most beautiful build- 
ing in Dublin is the Bank of Ireland in Col- 
lege Green. Up to 1800 this was the, Parlia- 
ment House, but, the Union leaving it unoc- 
cupied, the Bank it from - the 
Government in 1802 for £40,000, subject to 
ah annual ground rent of £240. When the 
building was rearranged the Bank was moved 
into it from the premises in Mary's Abbey, 
occupied since the incorporation in 1783 of the 
Bh eoi and Company of the Bank of Ire- 

The Parliatoent House was erected on the 
site of Chichester House during 1729-39, and 
consisted at first of the grand portico in Col- 
lege Green. Its author is unknown, though 
the design was attributed to Cassells, who de. 
signed Leinster House. It. was carried out by 
Sir Edward Pearce. In 1785 the east wing, 
consisting of a noble portito connected with 
the main building by a screen wall, was 
erected from the design of James Gandon. 

During 1792-4 the west portico was added, | 
with a screen wall connecting to the old front. 
These additions were designed by Robert 
Parke. 

After the purchase of the building for a 
bank further additions were made under the 
direction of F. Johnson. The colonnade be- 


by a screen wall, and “three-quarter colamns 
were added to the screen wall. which already 
joined the front to the east portico. 

s THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 

The Custom House, which was destroyed 
by fire in May, 1921, was built of granite and 
Portland stone in 1781-91 from the design of 
James Gandon, at a certified cost of over 
£257,000. The carved Royal Arms at the end 
were done by Edward Smyth, and wore the 
work which first made his reputation. He 
also did the sixteen carved heads over the 
building representing the rivers of Ireland. 
The dome, 26 feet in diameter, was covered 
with copper, and over it stood on the cireular 
yee a figure of Hope, 12 feet high and 
15 feet from the ground. 

THE FOUR COURTS. 

The Four Courts, which were destroyed by 
fire and explosion in June last, were built in 
1796 from the design of Cooley, whose work 
was completed after his death ' by Gandon, 
The plan of the building is a square of 140 
feet, at each corner of which is one of the 
courts, the entrance of each being from the 
Central Hall. The great central building, 
with its fine dome, formed one of the most 
attractive of Dublin’s public buildings. 

GENERAL POST OFFICE. 

The General Post Office in Sackville street, 
which was destroyed in the fires of Easter 
Week, 1916,’ was built in 1815-18 from the 
design of F. Johnson, and cost £50,000. It

THE CITY HALL. 

The City Hall, Cork Hill, formerly the 
Royal Exchange, was built from the designs 
of Thomas Cooley in 1769 by a society of 
Dublin merchants, the expense of the building 
being raised by lotteries. The Exchange 
seems to have been very little used for its 
original purpose, but soon became a place for 
public meetings. In 1852 the Exchange 
became the City Hall of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, 

‘ THE ROYAL HOSPITAL. 

The Royal Hospygl, Kilmainham, is one of 
the most interesting -buildings in Dublin. It 
was built from the design of Sir Christopher 
Wren, 1680-4, at a cost of £26,000, “' for the 
reception and entertainment of antient maimed 


and infirm officers and soldiers.’’ The Hos- 
pital is built in the form of a quadrangle, 
M6it, by 268ft.. The steeple, added in 1701, 
rises over the entrance, and consists of two 
storeys (one of which contains a clock) and 
an octagonal spire. The oak carving in the 
chapel is by Grinling Gibbons. The beau- 
tiful stucco ceiling was designed by Ciprieni.

The extension of Amiens street southwards 
beside the new National Railway Dépdét, and 
then across the river, would provide a useful 
alternative to the replacement of Butt Bridge 
and the widening of Tara street. The con- 


nection from the south side of the proposed 
new bridge to Sandwith street would estab- 
lish the necessary link in a wide and con- 
tinuous thoroughfare from north-east to south- 
east. , 

Superficial observers have frequently urged 
the widening of the North and Sonth quays 
from O'Connell Bridge to Kingsbridge. Such 
a project would prove exceedingly costly, and 
would probably require something like a cen- 
tury to carry through upon anything like an 
economic basis. As an alternative it is sug- 
gested that the necessary traffic_relief can be 
obtained by the simple, and comparatively 
inéxpensive, processes of widening Upper 
Abbey street and Mary's Abbey, and driving 
a short new link, through derelict property, 
to meet the east end of Benburb street. By 
this means a wide thoroughfare would con- 
nect the site of the new Central Station 
directly with the main entrance to the 
Phenix Park at. Conyngham road. " 

The extension of Exchequer street, through 
a narrow frontage on the west side of South 
Great George's streét, would give a new and 
necessary apprdach to the new Conrts of 
Justice and Cathedra] to be built on the pre- 
sent site of Dublin Castle. 

The only remaining street proposal of suffi. 
cient importance to require special comment 
is the suggested new thoroughfare to connect 
South Great George's street, via Stephen 
street and St. Patrick’s Park across the 
Coombe to meet the northern end of Cork 
street. 

GOVERNMENT'S POSITION. 

A letter from the Minister of Industries 
and Commerce—addressed to Senator Moran, 
as Chairman: of the Greater Dublin move- 
ment—was read, and stated the position of 
the Government in reference to the scheme 
as follows :— 

“I have now had an opportunity of discussing 
with some other members of the Government 
the ‘Greater Dublin’ propos: about which 
you wrote me on Ist November. The scheme, 
as you will agree, is a very large one, and it 
is not yet at a stage at which the Govern- 
ment could reasonably be expected to express 
any very definite opinion. In so far as it 
proposes particular sites for particular Go- 
vernmeént buildings, there has not yet been 
sufficient time for the Government to consider 
on what general plan the reconstruction of 
destroyed buildings should be undertaken, and 
the Government will not be in a position for 
some time to estimate what its ultimate re- 
quirements in the way of accommodation will 
be, or how they can be most satisfactorily 
met. The major part of the scheme, however, 
requires consideration by many private in- 
terests and ublic bodies before it is 
sufficientiv ‘ripe’ to involve the Govern- 
ment, which, in the meantime, has to provide 
for current administration. 

“Yon will, therefore, realise that the Go- 
vernment can -eay no more at present than 
that it will endeavour not to prejudice,: in 
any working arrangements it has to make, a 
seheme which, if it can be eventually carried 
through, will undoubtedly be a very valuable 
achievement. When your Committee’s plans 
are further advanced I have no doubt that the 
Geovernmen‘ wil, be glad to examine and con- 
sider them.” 

A VAST SCHEME. 

Mr. Tweedy, in moving a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Aston, said that they had heard a great 
number of papers placed before that and 
other technical bodies in the city, but he 
did not remember: to have heard one which 
covered such a vast amount of ground, and 
covered it so extraordinarily well. They could 
not have a more difficult subject than the 
rebuilding of Dublin, which had been ne- 
glected for so many years, and which re- 
quired so much thought. 

Captain M. H. Clarke; in seconding the 
vote of thanks, raid that he was sure they 
were all deeply impressed with the marvel- 
lous manner in which Mr. Aston had put this 
subject before them, and he was perfectly 
sure that he was moving on the right lines. 

The City High Sheriff (Alderman Clark) 
said that it was refreshing to come to such a 
gathering as that and see such civic spirit, 
especially as he had ‘heen depressed for some 
years back, owing to the apathy and indiffer- 
ence of the citizens generally on these mat- 
ters. He could not believe that the lecturer 
was serious when he snoke of the completion 
of the scheme in 1930. The whole scheme 
was one for gradual growth. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis' said that it gave him 
very great pleasure to be associated with the 
vote of thanks to Mr. Aston. He thought 
that they should have a definite plan, so 
that whatever was done in the. future would 
not be done in a haphazard way, and when 


he expressed that view he was sz. \king not 


only for Dublin, but for the whole of] d.

CITY ARCHITECT'S CRITICISM. 


The City Architect (Mr. .R. T.' O* Rourke) 


said that at the end of his’ address Mr. Aston 
conveyed the impression that he, in his off- 
cial capacity, had made favourable comment 
upon some of the suggestions in his paper. 
Upon the contrary, if he had any claim u 
their time now he could offer a great 


of criticism. To his mind, a great part of 


the scheme was faulty in essence, and he 
hoped and believed that the greater part of 
ip would never be carried into.exeeution. He 
wished to support what Mr. Figgis ssid; to 


the effect that a comprehensive plan should 


be fixed upon, not necéssarily as a plan to be 
carried out at once. Mr. Aston. suggested 
that the eastward movement of the city. was 
now an accomplished fact, and that the com- 
mercial industry of blin could not .be 


moved westward. Now, the only’ salvation. 


of the capital, in his opinion, was “that they 
should get away from that artificia! eastward 
movement. . ' ; 
He held that O'Connell street was~never 
the centre of Dublin; it was not to-day,. and 
it never would be. the centre of Dublin in the 
future. The centre of Dublin waa where 'the 
cobweb of the arteries of Dublin met from 
every part of Ireland, ‘and it was clearly 
shown even on the small scale maps.. “Hé 
would ask them before adopting Mr. Aston's 
suggestions to reserve their opinions, . and 
wait until the citizens ‘of Dublin had before 
them a comprehensive plan, and he‘did. not 
think that they had such a thing before 


them yet. 
THE PORT VIEW. 


Mr. Mallagh, of the Port and Docks Board, 
said that with regard to the area adminis- 
tered by the Dublin Port and Docks Board 
he wished to say that the. proposals deserved 
the most careful consideration, and, as far as 
he could see at the moment, they were based 
on sound lines. . ise j ' 

Mr. O'Connor said that he considered the 
scheme a fine one, and was sorry to hear ‘the 
remarks of the City Architect, 
latter had. no constructive “views. upon the 
matter. , 

Mr. Varian: said that he was one of those 
who thought Mr. Aston’s scheme: could be 
started to-morrow, and if necessary. finish it. 
in a hundred years. 

Mr. T. G. Aston, President of the Associa- 
tion, referred to the ‘plan put forward as 
bold and daring, and Pe was impressed by 
the scheme as being good. He looked upon it 
as extremely ‘beneficial that they should 
have some concentrated plans so that the 
old buildings would not be reconstructed with- 
out ri eng a consideration of the advan 
tage of their being put up in other places. — 

The vote of thanks to Mr. Aston having 
passed with acclamation, the meeting ended.

A factor not to be neglected in the situation 
is that the President of the Republic is re- 

rted to be less satisfied with the inconclusive 
interruption of the London meetings than is 
M. Poincaré. 

On Friday it. is expected that he will main- 
tain, as he maintained in London, that France 
cannot agree even to the shortest moratorium 
without’ the seizure of pledges, but it looks 
as if the military occupation of the Rubr 
is to be dropped at least in name. 

‘IT never said in London that I was think- 
ing of occupying the Ruhr, or taking this or 
+ that pledge. I do not know yet, indeed, 
exactly which we shall choose, but in any case 
not a single man will be called up for it.” So 
M. Poincaré is reported to-day. 

It is now being pointed out that the advan- 
tages to be obtained from the conditional offer 
of Mr. Bonar Law to waive.the Balfour Note 
would be much greater than any to be hoped 
for from the occupation of the Ruhr.

“ THE TIMES ” OF TO.DAY SAYS — 


One oí the most distressing features oí the 
unemployment problem is the number of young 
people—boys and girls between the ages of 14 
and 18—who have no work to do and are re- 
ceiving no training to fit them for the battle 
of life. The immediate problem is to try to 
find out what steps can be taken to put a stop 
to the waste of these young lives. Much fine 
work is being done by clubs and other volun- 
tary agencies, such as the Y.M.C.A., to pro- 
vide evening classes and healthy recreation for 
these victims of ‘trade depression; but these 
efforts touch only the fringe of the evil. 

It, is suggested, therefore, that with help 
from outside many of these organisations could 
open their premises during the day as educa- 
tional centres for hoys and girls with no work 
to occupy their hands peed g minds, after the 
fashion of the day-time centres which existed 
for a time after the Armistice.

NOTHING GAINED. 

The Times, in a leading article, observes 
in regard to the demonstrations on the 
question of unemployment made in the 
House of Commons by the extreme wing oí 
the Labour Party :—The Labour Party gained 
nothing by the crude tactics of its left wing, 
and in the ‘opportunity for reflection, which 
wil] shorthy come with the Christmas recess, 
it may learn the lesson which the House of 
Commons has had to teach to generation. after 
generation of violent minorities. It may seem 
to the superficial observer that the prestige 
of Parliament is impaired by such scenes as 
have been’ witnessed in the House of Commons 
in the last twenty-four hours. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. The House 
of Commons is the lightning conductor . «i 
the nation, and no storm has ever yet brox«n 
over it which it could not weather. 

Organised obstruction to the Goverament 
of the day and a studied aggressiveness 
towards the chair are no new weapons for an 
Opposition to use. The House of Commons 
never had: to meet a. more formidable 
threat than the. obstruction of the 
Irish Nationalists im the Parliamerit elected 
in 1880. That it emerged triumphantly from 
that terrible ordeal is now a matter of his- 
tory. ‘The Labour Party will be well advised 
to take warning, while there is yet time, from 
the -gueriila tactics which Parnell and his 
foliowers employed with so much skill and so 
little: success forty years ago. Not only did 
they, .n the long run, inflict no injury on the 
House of Commons, but they definitely 
alienated public opinion from, their cause. 

The plain truth is-that the Labour Party. 
and particularly the aggressive contingent 
from the Clyde, has got to learn the most 
difficult of the lessons which must sink into 
the minds of all Parliamentary minorities be- 
fore they: can discharge their true functions. 
That is simply that it is a minority, and that 
under. our. constitutional system .it cannot 
coerce the majority.

The object of those books apparently was 
to discover why it was that the Irish fisheries 
were prospering and gaining holds upon the 
markets superior to those which the British 
and Scottish fisheries possessed. 4 

The speaker went on to give details from 
the books in question. He mentioned that 
one MacDonneli of Scotland brought some 
Irishmen over there to teach the natives how 
to make kelp. Another gentleman at another 
time brought over Irish fishers to the inner 
Hebrides to teach the natives how to cure fish, 
and Irish fishers were also brought to the 
Shetlands to teach the natives to proceed to 
the wider seas. 

Although the bounties given by the Irish 
Parliament during its existence were lower 
than those in Great Britain, they were more 
aptly applied. In one case English merchants 
complained that, while salt was being held 
at an English port, a Cork merchant slip 
in and bought the lot. 

With regard to curing, it was alleged that 
the Irish methoa of curing was far superior 
to that of England or Scotland. The probity 
of Irish merchants also told greagly. The 
Irish fish were always chosen from the best, 
and commanded the trade of the West Indies, 
and not only was the fish trade a success 
there, but the meat trade was a great success. 
All these facts were in the Blue Books of 
the English House of Commons. 

At that time Ireland had a highland fishery, 
and also a fishery in Newfoundland, which at 
that time was governed in a peculiar manner, 
not favourable to Irish fisheries, owing to the 
intervention of Lord North. 

The Irish even went in for whale fishing in 
those waters. But the merchants in New- 
foundiand brought Irish fishermen over ‘there 
and kept them there in defiance of the law, 
with the result that it became really a colonia! 
fishery of Iréland. 

Sir Taomas Esmonpe seconded the motion, 
and paid a high tribute to-Dr. Sigerson’s 
knowledge of the subject. He (Sir Thomas 
Esmonde) had*always taken a deep interest in

COST OF ESTABLISHMENT. 


The President moved the estimate of £10,000 
required te pay salaries and expenses of the 
Governor-General’s establishment for the year 
ending March, 1923; He said that the vote 
was intended to carry out the obligation of 
making provjsion for the establishment of the 
Governor-General. The saiary was fixed by 
the Constitution and was not the subject of 
Parliamentary discussion. :

Mr. O’Shannon moved as an amendment 
that the sum be reduced by £9,000. He 
thought" that the amount proposed was ex- 
travagant, and that the salary of £10,000 pro- 
vided by the Constitution was sufficient for 
all the needs of the Governor-General. 

The sum of £10,000 for expenses for the next 
four months seemed very excessive. Let 
them not elevate the establishment into some- 
thing that the people did not desire. The 
farther they kept away from the old practice 
of the Viceregal Lodge and the popelée idea 
of the Lords Lieutenants the better. 

It was the idea, he feared, to set up a Court. 
How many persons were to be in the 
Governor-General’s establishment, and what 
control Was the House to exercise over it? 
He did not want to see a whole crowd of 
parasites circulating around the Governor- 
General. They should make the office as 
simple and democratic as possible. 

Mr. Phelan (Tipperary and Wexford) sup- 
ported Mr. O’Shannon’s amendment. 

Mr. Sears said that he did not agree with 
Mr. O’Shannon’s attitude towards the vote. 
If the people thirty years ago were told that 


‘one day the Lord Lieutenant would be re-

“open their eyes!. In his opinion the fumiga-

PRESIDENT’S RETORT. 


The President said the people who wanted 
to prove their nationality had to make strong 
statements at gimes, and it was like the map 
whose teeth were being extracted in the 14th 
or 15th century, there was a great deal of 
shrieking and groaning.

It had 
been frequently pointed out—and Mr, Lloyd 
George had quoted from the late Commander- 
in-Chief—that Ireland was a mother country 
and not in the same relation to England 
as Australia or Canada. 

But Australia did not acknowledge the title 
of Dominion—it was a Commonwealth 

not a Dominion—and he (Mr. Johnson 
thought that it was due to the authors of 
ths Treaty on the Irish side, and to the sup- 
porters of the Constitution on the Irish side, 
to assert that Ireland was not a Dominion, 
but an equal partner in the Commonwealth 
of Nations, which was a very different thing 
from the. status of a Dominion. _ 

Being a partner in ''the British Common- 
wealth of Nations’ did not place Ireland in 
the position of a Dominion. He would leave 
it to other members of the House to speak on 
that particular matter.

If they were right, it meant that the 
cost of running the railways would be greater 
than now. Most of the Irish railways are 
being run at a toss, and if nationalisation 
came to-morrow, the new State would have 
to shoulder, not alone the deficit, but would 
have to assume responsibility for a deficit 
which, he prophesied, would be far larger in 
twelve month’s time. 
Having compared Government with private 
management in other directions, Mr. Keogh 
expressed the opinion that under Government 
management they would have less efficient 
control. He referred to the two special diffi- 
culties in the way of nationalisation in Ire- 
land—two separate executives and the ques- 
tion of finance With regard to the former, 
he said that the boundarv. from the railway 
point of view, was imnossible. On the Great 
Northern line alone it cut through at 12 or 
14 points. and if they were to have grouping 
as an alternative, they ought to have it by 
treating the railway system as a whole. 
Concerning the second difficultv—the auer- 
tion of fnance—Mr. Keogh said the deficit is 
there.
